. attend Divine' Worfhip therein, man* well difpofed People have voluntarily
{ubfcribed large Sums of Money, to the Amount of Five Hundred Pounds,
or upwards, to be paid towards building the faid Chapel, in the faid Town,
Whlch with the Fifty Thoufand Pounds of Tobacco, appropriated by the A&,
‘to which this is a Supplement to make an Addition to the Houfe of Wor-
